Indianapolis, Jan. 30— (A.P.) — 
Only the superintendent of a 
state benevolent institution and 
the Governor, under a recent le­ 
gal ^opinion, have the power to 
make 
compromise 
settlements 
with inmates who have guardi­ 
ans. 
This was the opinion of At­ 
torney General James M. Ogden 
to Lewis O. Chasey, secretary to 
Governor Harry G. Leslie. 
It was pointed out that in­ 
mates of these institutions who 
are able are required to pay $5 
a week for the support of the in­ 
stitution. 
In 
many 
instances, 
however, the cases are not dis­ 
covered until a large amount is 
due the state, and the -inmate, 
while he may have some funds, 
is unable to pay the entire 
amount. 
It then becomes the problem 
of the state to make a compro­ 
mise agreement for the settle­ 
ment of the debt. 
Edward Courtney of Danville, 
who is an investigator of such 
cases for Governor Leslie, is held 
by the legal opinion to be with­ 
out the power to make a final 
settlement himself, but he may 
make recommendations to the 
superintendent of the institu­ 
tion. 
The 
superintendent’s 
action 
then becomes final when it is ap­ 
proved by the Governor.

And it seems qu ite certain th a t the nation can 
av oid a war if it w ants to. 
Bu t it is imperativ e for u s to recognize, right 
now, th a t the situ ation is seriou s. If we make 
ou rselv es look at the fact th a t war is possible, 
we can u nite to make it impossible. If we drift 
along in fancied secu rity , telling ou rselv es th at 
the tu rm oil in the orient can’t really m ean any ­ 
thing especial to u s, we m ight find ou rselv es in 
the rapids before we knew it. 
Once the chance of war tu rns from a remote 
possibility to an immediate probability , it is too 
late to do any thing abou t it.

Meanwhile, we need to recognize the fact th at 
the gov ernment at W ashington is faced with an 
ex trem ely tou gh 
problem. 
President 
Hoov er 
knows, as well as any m an aliv e, w hat a frightfu l 
thing war is. He can be depended on to c h a r t' 
a cou rse to lead the nation away from it. In 
doing so, he deserv es the whole-hearted su pport 
of all citizens. 


OH, YEAH? 
According to Dr. Sidney L. Gu lick, as qu oted in 
the New York Times recently if the Senate were 
to v ote u nanimou sly in the near fu tu re to place 
the United States in the World Cou rt it wou ld 
create a “splendid atm osphere” for the forth­ 
coming disarm am ent conference at Genev a. 
“As long as we are not a member of the cou rt,” 


he is qu oted as say ing, “other nations are su s­ 
piciou s of how seriou s the United States is in its 
world peace program .” 
All of which, of cou rse, to u se the langu age of 
the sereets, comes pretty near being a lot of 
bu nk. W hat the nations of Eu rope are su spiciou s 
of is not of the United States bu t of each other. 
They will realize th a t 3,000 miles of Atlantic 
Ocean separate the United States from Eu rope 
and they know too th a t the American people 
hav e definitely decided in their minds th a t they 
w ant no more mix ing in Eu ropean affairs and es­ 
pecially in Eu ropean wars. 
The su spicion of the Eu ropean nations which 
will assemble at Genev a will be directed not 
against u s bu t against each other. Italy is su s­ 
piciou s of France and of Ju go-Slav ia. France 
is su spiciou s of Germany , Germany is su spiciou s 
of France, Poland is su spiciou s of Germ any and 
the Bohemians are su spiciou s of Hu ngary . All of 
them together are su spiciou s of Ru ssia and right­ 
fu lly so. 
The entry of the United States into the pictu re 
wou ld change it not at all. The only possible ef­ 
fect wou ld be to embroil u s to the su spicions and 
the jealou sies of Eu ropean politics. At present 
France and her satellites control the Leagu e and 
the Leagu e cou rt. 
Ou r entrance wou ld not 
change the pictu re, u nless we were willing to take 
a definite stand politically and to pledge ou r re­ 
sou rces and ou r arm y and nav y if need be either 
to perpetu ate the Parisian hegemony in Eu rope 
or to try to help ov ertu rn it. 
The statem ent th at the nations of Eu rope are 
su spiciou s of ou r sincerity for peace becau se we 
do not join their family qu arrels is too silly to 
requ ire answer. 
Ten y ears ago Uncle Sam abu ndantly prov ed 
his desire for peace by v olu ntarily relinqu ishing 
an assu red nav al su premacy in the interests of 
disarm am ent. O ther nations showed their ap­ 
preciation by hastening to ou tstrip u s in the 
m atter of nav al bu ilding, and they hav e been at 
it ev er since. 
Ev ery step the United States had taken since 
the signing of the arm istice has been in the in­ 
terest of world peace. How m any su ch steps hav e 
been taken by any Eu ropean nation? The United 
States sincerely believ es in peace, and the peo­ 
ple are ev ery day coming to believ e more and 
more th a t the way for Uncle Sam to keep the 
peace is to stay at home and attend to his own 
bu siness.

While some observ ers are in­ 
clined to think th at the Gov er­ 
nor does not fav or a special ses­ 
sion ev en if an eq uittable solu­ 
tion is proposed, they change 
their minds when they learn 
th at he is encouraging wide­ 
spread discussion, meetings of 
v arious groups and committees 
on tax ation and other mov e­ 
ments to thresh out problems in 
adv ance. 
Commenting on a recent meet­ 
ing of a majority of the senate 
here recently , the Gov ernor said 
th at while he did not fav or many 
of the proposals adv anced, he 
was glad to see much of the work 
being done on tthe outside.” 
"What they ’re doing now is 
what we’d be pay ing for if they 
were in a legislativ e session,” he 
said. -I’m glad to see that more 
and more people are taking an 
interest in the state’s biggest 
problem.” 
The Gov ernor has freq uently 
ex pressed disappointment ov er 
the reception the 1931 assembly 
gav e to the recommendations of 
the tax surv ey commission. He 
said he felt that such a commis­ 
sion of high grade men and 
women who worked for months

should hav e had its report giv en 
more consideration.

hand, A. L. Trer.ter, commission­ 
er, said. It is necessary, he added, 
to sell a b ond now and then to 
meet the b ills. 
The report, made b y certified 
pub lic accountants, shows that 
receipts for the finals of the 1931» 
b asketb all tournam ent in Indian­ 
apolis were $39,686.50. Regional 
tournaments b rought in $14,380.- 
64 and sectional tourneys $393.25. 
Receipts from the state high 
school track meet were only $330.

The withering terror of fire and 
b omb s and b ullets which for 36 
hours made a shamb les of hor­ 
ror out of the Chapei section of 
Shanghai ceased this afternoon 
and a tragic and pitiful flight 
of the Chinese population b egan 
immediately.

thousands 
they 
thronged into the hav en of the 
international 
settlement, 
a 
b lood-smeared, 
terror-stricken, 
cringing crowd, and threw them ­ 
selv es on the ground or into any 
corners of safety they could 
reach. 
The settlement was crammed 
with them. As soon as the rain 
of b omb s and b ullets ended they 
emerged from their emb attled 
houses and corners and hide­ 
outs and took to their heels, 
their wheel-b arrows and their 
automob iles, 
using 
anything 
that would carry themselv es and 
such of their b elongings as they 
could scrape together. 
There were b oxes and b undles 


and household goods, chickens 
and dogs and cats piled high in 
the conv eyances and one-way 
traffic regulations in the narrow 
streets were powerless to stem 
the av alanche of misery. 
Family groups of three or four 
clung together, clutching their 
small b undles of precious pos­ 
sessions, and slogged through 
the trail to comparativ e peace. 
Scores of them b ore the marks 
of 
ghastly 
experience. 
They 
were wound up in rough, dirty 
b andages which cov ered wounds 
inflicted b y rifle and machine 
gun 
b ullets and b y b ursting 
b omb s. 
Children wailed for fathers 
and mothers who were left dead 
b eneath the ruins of their homes 
and old grandfathers and grand­ 
mothers b emoaned the loss of 
ab le-b odied sons and daugh­ 
ters who were their only support.
